Land Policy and Fewer Re- 
strictions on Settlers. 


None of Roosevelt's Radical Proposals 
Are Expected in the Party’ 
’ Platform. 


Special to The New York: Times. 

CHICAGO, June 12.—While the leaders 
here are having their hands full with the 
skirmishes’ over the Presidential nom- 
ination and the organization of the con- 
vention, drafts are being prepared else- 
where for at least three platforms to 
be presented to the big gathering of dele- 
gates next week. 

The work on the platform -to be sub- 
mitted by the wing of the party behind 
President Taft, according to information 
which has reached this city, has s«d- 
vanced further than the others. The 
Roosevelt platform is being prepared in 
Oyster Bay, but as one of the Colonel's 
followers said, “the Colonel has the plat- 
form in his head rather than on paper.” 

“There will be nothing in the Colonel’s 
platform that the people do not already 
know about,” said James R. Garfield, 
former Secretary of the Interior. ‘“‘ His 
campaign speeches will be his platform.” 

The Taft platform, and one of its 

strongest planks, it was learned to-day, 
would deal with irrigation and reclama-~- 
tion, which was so heavily featured in 
the programme of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration. It will deal with the opening 
of the Government lands for home seek- 
ers and their exploitation in a different 
spirit from that. which characterized the 
Roosevelt régime. According to informa- 
tion that has reached the friends of 
President Taft, it will. appeal to certain 
porsees of the West, where new territory 
8 ing won from the wilderness, and 
where settlers are up in arms’ against 
the Roosevelt-Pinchot Leg — 
Taft platform will deal with this 
uestion in a liberal py ge said an au- 
thority conversant with what is being 
done. “The programme followed during 
the Roosevelt Administration, and, to a 
certain extent, by President Taft, has 
laced too many obstacles in the way of 
he settlers. This was made clear while 
Congress had under discussion the so- 
called three-year homestead bill, intro- 
duced by Senator Borah in the upper 
house. Congress yen flooded by letters 
from the West urging it to remove some 
of the restrictions placed on the settlers 
by the Department of the Interior.’’ 

One feature strongly urged was the re- 
eal of the law. which reserved for the 

vernment the right to all water power 
and mineral wealth on lands thrown open 
to settlers. It is calculated that what 1s 

done in the direction of recom- 
mending the removal of some of the bars

The Chamber of Commerce 
has mow memorialized the Senate to 
resist this injurious proposition, and 
purposes to seek the co-operation of 
all the commercial bodies throughout 
the country.

As a matter of fact, however, the 
battle cry of4‘‘ Swat the fly)” is foolish 
and worse. 

To present an ethical objection first, 
when addressed to children, it tends to 
undo the results of all the labor expended 
to suppress their atavistic inclination to- 
\Ward cruelty and the taking of life. That 
argument, as against the “swatting” of 
such dangerous beasts as flies, may be 
considered fanciful and more nice than 
wise. There is one, however, not open to 
this criticism or any suspicion of senti- 
mentality—the unquestionable fact that 
appreciably to reduce the number of flies, 
or the peril of the infections they carry, 
by killing the adult insects is so nearly 
hopeless that te attempt it ts little better 
than a waste of time. 

The only way to get rid of flies is to 
attack them at their breeding places. 
These, fortunately, are not many, and 
there are several effective and ihexpen- 
sive devices by which practically’ every 
one of the places where alone the com- 
mon domestic fly can undergo its: first 
transformations may be rendered useless 
as @ nursery of plague distributors.’ The 
vast majority of these creatures are born 
in stables ‘where ‘horses are kept. Prop- 
erly adjusted and maintained screens will 
d&*\ much toward thwarting the mother 
fly’s ambition to Jeave behind her at the 
end of her short life a multitudinous 
progeny, but much more can be done by 
covering or mixing with the material in 
which she lays her eggs substances that 
are fatal to her hopes. \Among these 
substances, fortunately, are not a few of 
the -well-known. and commonly used 
chemical fertiligers, so resort to’ poisons 
is not at all necessary. Still more fortu- 
nately, the combinations thus formed 
are of higher agricultural value than are 
their separate elements.

UNVEILS STATUE 70 FATHER. 


The Czar, Taking Part In Moscow 
Event, Is Acclaimed by the People. 


MOSCOW, June 12.—A monument to 
Alexander III. was unveiled to-day by 


the Emperor in the —— of two score 
members of the ru family and depu- 
tations from Bulgaria, Servia and all 
parts of Russia. Seventy-nine wreaths 
were laid at the base of the monument. 
The event was one of the most brilliant 
in the reign of Nicholas If. Fine weather 
prevailed. Thirty regiments took part 
in the march along the Moscow River, 
while hundreds of thousands of Mus- 
covites massed at points of vahtage and 
cheered heartily. 

The monument, which stands on -the 
bank ~of the: Moscow River near the 
Cathedral of the Redeemer; is bronze 
and represents the monarch seated on his 
throne, wearing the robes of state and 
crown, &n ding a sceptre. The Hm- 
peror, the Empress and Dowager Em- 
press received a cordial welcome. from 
the people. 


HALE STATUE MOVED. 


Taken Out of the’Way of New Sub- 
way and Will Be \Returned. 


The monument to Nathan Hale, which 
stood in the southwest corner of City Hall 
Park and on the spot where the hero 
probably uttered his last words before he 
was hanged as a spy, wds moved yester- 
day by workmen to-makeé way for the new 
branch of the Subway being built for the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company.

Court Considers the Virtues of Chicle 
and Chucca as Chewables. 


. fhe action begun by Franklin V. Can- 
ning against the <Autosales Gum and 
Chocolate Company te restrain its officers 
from employing Mayer M. Swaab at a 
salary of $15,000 a. year was. dismissed 
yesterday by Supreme Court Justice Kap- 
per, in Brooklyn. In his complaint Mr. 
Canning declared that he had invented a 
brand of chewing gum; that its basis 
was chicle, and that the “Chicle Trust” 
had served notice on him that he must 
sell out or be deprived of the ability to 
buy any more chicle. He said that under 
duress and compunction he did sell, but 
that all the time he feared an effort would 
be made to adulterate his brand of gum 
ixing in withit a gum called chucca. 
bet ee ee protested,-but his protests 
were uttheeded, he says, and Mr, Swaa 
was employed, and he ordered that 15 
per cent. of chicle be dropped out of the 
gum and 15 r cent. of chucca substi- 
tuted for it, It appears from statements 
made by the lawyers that the chewing 
um indus’ is a very large one. Mr. 
anning said that ten of the best years 
of his life were spent in producing a gum 
that was as. pure as the falling snow and 
as elastic as the human-jaws.
